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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 08/1 2/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In the remarks, applicants argued in substances that 

(A) Examiner applied an unsual meaning to a term "data structure" this is 
described in the specification in paragraphs 7-8 (lines 236-247) and Figs. 2b and 2c. 

As to point (A), In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., features as described in Figs 2b and 2c and pages 7-8 (lines 236- 
247 are not existed in pages 7-8 as indicated by applicants) in the specification) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

According to the definition of data structure: an organization scheme, such as a 
record that can be applied to data to facilitate interpreting the data or performing 
operations on it (see "COMPUTER DICTIONARY" publish by Microsoft Press, Third 
Edition 1997), " the frame representation wherein the frame representation includes a 
plurality of frame identifiers. Each frame identifier corresponds to one of the plurality of 
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frames" disclosed by Nicolas reads on "data structure" as defined by COMPUTER 
DICTIONARY. 

(B) Regarding the term "context indicator". 

As to point (B), examiner has given a broadest reasonable interpretation of 
"context indicator" as "any alphanumeric identifier" in view of the specification of the 
invention (page 10 lines 4-5). 

(C) Nowhere in Nicolas is context mention. 

As to point (C), limitations of claims recites "context indicator". Examiner has 
given a broadest reasonable interpretation of "context indicator" as "any alphanumeric 
identifier" in view of the specification of the invention (page 10 lines 4-5).
